REPORT. 


Little  more  than  five  months  having  elapsed 
since  the  Committee  had  the  gratification  of  meet- 
ing the  Friends  and  Subscribers  of  “ The  Bristol 
Asylum,  or.  School  of  Industry  for  the  Blind,” 
they  do  not  feel  called  upon  to  present  to  them 
a lengthened  Report  upon  this  occasion,  when 
assembled  for  the  usual  Annual  Meeting,  in  com- 
pliance with  the  terms  of  the  Act  of  Parliament, 
appointing  such  Meeting  to  be  held  in  the  first 
week  of  May. 

With  sincere  pleasure  your  Committee  are  en- 
abled to  acquaint  you,  that  all  the  advantages  they 
ventured  to  anticipate  in  November  last,  at  the 
opening  of  our  commodious  building,  are  develop- 
ing themselves  as  rapidly  as  the  most  sanguine 
friends  of  our  interesting  Institution  could  expect, 
with  reference  both  to  the  increased  benefits  en- 
joyed by  the  inmates,  (apparent,  even  to  a casual 
observer  in  their  improved  health  and  spirits,)  and 
to  the  augmented  number  of  the  recipients  of  your 
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bounty.  A most  grateful  part  of  your  Committee’s 
duty  is,  to  record  a gradual  progress  in  the  funds  of 
your  Charity,  arising  from  Bequests,  Donations, 
and  Annual  Subscriptions ; without  for  a moment 
underrating  the  value  of  the  two  former  sources  of 
income,  your  Committee  are  desirous  of  impressing 
upon  your  minds  the  especial  importance  of  add- 
ing to  the  number  of  Annual  Subscribers,  whereby 
the  two-fold  result  is  obtained  of  a healthy  source 
of  revenue,  not  liable  to  sudden  fluctuations,  and 
of  increasing  the  number  of  those,  who  from  being 
enrolled  amongst  our  contributors,  become  thereby 
personally  interested  in  our  continued  and  growing 
prosperity. 

The  number  of  pupils  in  the  Institution  at  the 
close  of  1838  was  fifty-seven — namely,  thirty- 
three  males,  and  twenty-four  females;  and  since 
that  period  three  males  and  four  females  have  been 
admitted,  mating  a total  of  sixty-four  at  this  time, 
of  which  number  fifty  are  boarded  and  lodged  in 
the  house. 

Your  Committee  would  here  mention  that  they 
have,  under  the  advice  of  a competent  surveyor, 
agreed  to  sell  the  premises  in  Lower  Maudlin 
Lane,  lately  occupied  by  your  Institution  and  the 
Eye  Infirmary,  for  the  sum  of  £*1,900.  They 
have  reason  to  believe  that  the  sale  will  shortly  be 
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completed,  and  the  consideration  money  paid  over 
to  your  Treasurer. 

lour  Committee  would  here  observe,  that  your 
Asylum  affords  working  accommodation  for  about 
one  hundred,  and  sleeping  apartments  for  about 
seventy  pupils,  and  truly  happy  would  they  be  to 
see  it  filled  to  its  utmost  capacity : they  do  not 
consider  themselves  to  be  treading  beyond  the 
sphere  of  their  duty,  in  urging  you  to  co-operate 
with  them  in  the  promotion  of  so  desirable  an 
object,  by  making  known  whenever  and  wherever 
in  your  power  the  peculiar  claims  of  this  noble 
Charity. 

To  the  philanthropic  mind,  it  is  a cause  of  no 
ordinary  satisfaction  to  reflect  upon  the  extending 
s>' mpathy  evinced  towards  the  Blind  in  the  present 
day,  and  which  their  affecting  privation  of  the 
inestimable  blessing  of  sight  is  so  pre-eminently 
calculated  to  inspire.  Not  many  years  have  re- 
volved since  Bristol  alone,  with  the  exception  of  the 
Metropolis,  Liverpool,  Edinburgh,  Norwich,  and 
Glasgow,  possessed  in  this  country  a retreat  for  the 
indigent  Blind  ; now  York,  Newcastle,  and  Exeter, 
are  blessed  with  similar  establishments;  Dublin 
likewise  possesses  two,  Belfast  one;  and  to  say 
nothing  of  the  continent  of  Europe,  America  is 
distinguishing  herself  in  the  goodly  career ; her 
a 2 
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“ Pennsylvania  Institution”  is  worthy  of  compari- 
son with  the  most  distinguished  kindred  Societies 
in  the  old  world, — in  some  particulars  indeed  they 
have  even  surpassed  anything  we  have  yet  attempt- 
ed, or  we  believe,  contemplated  in  the  “ father 
land;”  they  have  commenced  a periodical  of  a few 
pages,  to  be  published  monthly,  entitled  the 
“ Students’  Magazine,”  containing  amongst  other 
appropriate  selections,  original  compositions  by  the 
pupils  themselves,  nor  can  we  refrain  from  extract- 
ing in  reference  to  this  subject  the  following  ad- 
mirable passage  from  their  last  Report: — 

“ It  is  believed  that  this  periodical  may  be 
rendered  a very  happy  and  effectual  mode  of 
stimulating  the  dormant  and  mental  faculties  of 
the  Blind.  Shut  out  from  all  the  magnificent 
sights  and  shows  of  the  material  world,  the  daily 
and  nightly  spectacle  of  the  heavens,  the  beautiful 
and  significant  appearances  that  pass  under  the 
notice  of  the  humblest  man  that  sees,  the  Blind 
need  every  aid  to  supply  this  great  loss,  to  quicken 
their  unconscious  energies,  and  to  bring  them  into 
active  and  improving  fellowship  with  the  world  of 
mind.  Give  them  the  power  of  expressing  their 
thoughts  and  the  means  of  communication,  and 
they  are  endowed  with  all  but  a new  sense.  The 
highest  spheres  of  activity  and  usefulness  are 
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thrown  open  to  them,  aud  they  are  made  to  feel 
that  their  infirmity  does  not  necessarily  confine 
them  to  a few  humble  manual  occupations.  It  is 
not  enough  that  they  are  saved  from  being  burthens 
to  society ; they  may  be  inspired  with  the  ambi- 
tion of  being  numbered  among  its  blessings  and 
ornaments.’’ 

Mr.  Alston’s  system  of  reading  is  adopted  at 
Philadelphia. 

The  progress  making  by  the  pupils  in  our  own 
Asylum,  where  Mr.  Alston’s  system  is  also  used,  is 
perfectly  satisfactory— not  less  than  thirty  attend 
the  Reading  School,  of  whom  about  fifteen  read 
well,  considering  the  time  devoted  thereto.  Arith- 
metic, spelling,  grammar,  &c.  are  also  attended  to. 

Mr.  Alston  has  received  many  pathetic  tributes 
indicative  of  the  deep  feeling  of  thankfulness  enter- 
tained towards  him  by  the  Blind,  in  consequence 
of  his  laudable,  and  we  may  now  add,  successful 
exertions,  with  a view  of  establishing  a system  of 
instruction  for  their  benefit ; several  of  these  are 
recorded  in  a recent  publication  by  that  gentle- 
man ;*  but  none  will  be  read  with  more  interest 
than  a letter  from  one  of  our  own  pupils,  Elizabeth 


• “ Statements  of  education,  employments,  4c.  4c.  at  the 
Glasgow  Asylum.” 
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Allport,  who  lost  her  sight  when  five  years  of  age  : 
it  was  addressed  to  Mr.  Alston  when  visiting 
Bristol  a few  days  since,  and  of  which  he  has 
kindly  allowed  us  a copy ; you  must  permit  us  to 
insert  it  in  our  Report,  in  order  that  the  gratifica- 
tion we  experienced  in  its  perusal  may  be  shared 
in  by  yourselves,  it  was  dictated  by  herself  to  a 
lad  ten  years  of  age,  just  come  from  sea. 

“ To  the  Treasurer  of  the  Asylum  for  the  Blind, 
Glasgow.* 

“ Sir, — I beg  to  inform  you,  that  I still  feel  a 
heart  overflowing  with  gratitude  to  the  Divine 
source  from  whence  every  good  and  perfect  gift 
proceeds,  and  who  hath  raised  you  up  as  an  instru- 
ment in  His  hand,  benevolently  to  come  forth  and 
to  communicate  to  us  the  means  of  reading  that 
word  of  God  which  never  fails  to  preserve  us  from 
all  error,  and  to  direct  us  into  all  truth — the 
attainment  of  such  an  exalted  privilege  a short 
time  ago  1 could  not  entertain  the  slightest  hope 
of,  but  J ehovah  has  thus  proved  that  He  has  all 
power  in  heaven  and  in  earth,  and  that  He  can 
open  rivers  in  high  places,  and  fountains  in  the 
desert.  And  Sir,  I present  to  you  my  heartfelt 
thanks  for  having  favoured  me  with  so  large  a

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portion  of  the  Holy  Scriptures;  to  them  I daily 
repair  for  strength,  wisdom,  and  consolation,  nor 
am  I disappointed,  for  I find  in  them  all  I want 
for  life  and  death,  for  time  and  for  eternity.  And 
Sir,  if  any  class  of  the  human  race  needs  personal 
access  to  the  Holy  Scriptures  more  than  another, 
it  is  the  Blind;  for  they  are  frequently  deprived, 
although  in  perfect  health,  of  attending  Divine 
service  for  want  of  a guide.  I here  speak  feel- 
ingly, having  know  many  such  mournful  instances 
—and  for  such  whose  hearts  are  panting  after  the 
sanctuary,  to  be  able  to  read  the  Holy  Scriptures 
and  other  spiritual  books,  would  be  of  the  utmost 
importance,  for  it  would  convert  their  prison  into 
a sanctuary,  and  render  their  burden  comparatively 
light.  And  Sir,  1 cannot  forbear  expressing  my 
decided  approbation  of  your  system,  believing  it 
to  be  most  conducive  to  the  benefit  of  the  Blind, 
and  that  for  the  following  reasons.  A few  months 
previous  to  the  arrival  of  your  alphabet  to  the 
Asylum  in  Bristol,  I was  favoured  with  Mr.  Lucas’s 
alphabet,  which  I received  with  joy  and  thankful- 
ness; but  alas,  after  considerable  attention,  I 
remained  unacquainted  with  its  nature,  nor  was 
there  any  person  among  all  my  friends  able  to  give 
me  the  least  information,  and  being  myself  much 
debiliated  by  weakness,  I was  totally  incapable  of 
attending  their  establishment,  and  therefore  was 
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compelled  to  relinquish  all  hopes  of  success  ; but 
Sir,  as  soon  as  I was  happily  favoured  with  your 
alphabet,  I in  a short  time  became  acquainted 
with  the  letters,  as  the  most  inferior  scholar  and 
children  was  able  to  give  me  information ; and  Sir, 
during  the  past  summer  I sent  one  of  your  Spelling 
Books  to  a female  residing  in  a country  village,  ' 
and  although  born  blind  and  totally  destitute  of 
the  knowledge  of  the  formation  of  letters,  she  be- 
came acquainted  with  several  of  the  letters  during 
the  few  moments  the  bearer  remained  with  her,  and 
she  hoped  to  succeed,  depending  upon  the  instruc- 
tions of  one  of  her  neighbours.  Dear  Sir,  had  I 
sent  her  a short-hand  Spelling  Book,  it  would  have 
been  utterly  useless  unless  I had  sent  her  a short- 
hand teacher,  which  would  have  been  a moral  of 
impossibility— other  reasons  I could  state,  but  I 
hope,  Sir,  this  will  be  sufficient  to  prove  the  supe- 
riority of  your  system— and  that  our  benevolent 
fnends  will  overcome  every  mountain  of  prejudice, ' 
and  help  us  by  assisting  you.  Sir,  in  your  noble’ 
undertaking.

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Before  dismissing  this  portion  of  our  subject, 
may  we  not  admire  the  additional  proof,  if  proof 
were  wanting,  of  the  very  powerful  results  of  the 
printer  s labours ; he  now  includes  within  the 
circle  of  those  whose  minds  are  enriched  thereby, 
not  merely 

“ Him  who  struckea  blind,  cannot  forget 

The  precious  treasure  of  his  eye-sight  lost 

but  in  the  exquisite  language  of  another  celebrated 
poet,  we  may  metaphorically  say,  even  of  those 
born  blind,  that 

“ He  from  thick  films  shall  purge  the  visual  ray. 

And  on  the  sightless  eye-ball  pour  the  day.” 

Music  and  singing  are  still  pursued  with  much 
pleasure  and  success  amongst  the  pupils  of  the 
Asylum. 

One  consequence  of  our  improved  locality  is 
already  apparent,  and  your  Committee  trust  it  may 
be  productive  of  no  unimportant  benefits  to  the 
Charity ; they  allude  to  an  increase  in  the  number 
of  visitors  who  generally  express  their  approbation 
of  our  Institution,  and  may  we  not  indulge  the 
hope,  that  in  many  instances  their  commendation 
may  issue  in  an  union  of  co-operatiou  and  support. 


LAWS  AND  REGULATIONS. 


By  an  Act  of  Parliament  made  and  passed  in  the  second 
year  of  the  reign  of  his  late  Majesty,  King  William 
the  Fourth,  intituled,  " An  Act  for  better  governing 
and  regulating  an  Institution  in  the  City  of  Bristol,  call- 
ed and  known  by  the  name  of,  1 The  Bristol  Asylum,  or, 
School  of  Industry  for  the  Blind ” it  is  enacted,  that 
from  and  after  the  passing  of  the  said  Act,  there  shall 
be  a Corporation,  with  perpetual  succession,  for  the 
admission  and  employment  of  Blind  Persons ; and 
that  every  person  who  has  contributed,  or  shall  here- 
after contribute,  the  sum  of  Ten  Pounds  at  any  one 
time  as  a Donation,  and  also  that  every  person  who 
shall  annually  subscribe  One  Pound  and  One  Shilling, 
(so  long  as  such  annual  subscription  shall  be  continued) 
shall  be  respectively  members  thereof.  And  that  the 
President,  Vice-Presidents,  Treasurer,  and  Members,  of 
tile  said  Institution,  shall  be,  and  they  are  thereby  de- 
clared to  be,  one  body  politic  and  corporate,  by  the 
name  and  style  of  “the  President,  Vice-Presidents, 
reasurer,  and  Members,  of  the  Bristol  Asylum,  or, 
School  of  Industry  for  the  Blind,”  with  a common  seal  : 
and  that  by  that  name  they  may  sue  and  be  sued,  in 
all  or  any  Courts,  or  Court  of  Record,  and  all  places  of 
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Judicature  within  this  kingdom.  And  that  they  may 
hold  and  retain  the  houses  and  buildings  now  belonging 
to  the  Institution,  and  also  purchase,  and  thenceforth 
hold  and  enjoy,  any  other  houses  and  buildings,  lands, 
tenements,  and  hereditaments,  not  exceeding  six  acres 
within  the  City  of  Bristol,  or  within  two  miles  of  the 

% Exchange  of  the  same  City ; and  shall  and  may  hold, 
possess  and  retain,  all  rnouies,  securities,  chattels,  and 
effects,  as  are  now  belonging  to,  and  as  shall  be  paid, 
given  or  bequeathed  to,  or  purchased  for,  the  said  In- 
stitution, to  be  holden  by  them  and  their  successors  for 
ever,  for  the  purposes  of  the  said  Institution,  without 
incurring  any  of  the  penalties  or  forfeitures  of  the 
Statutes  of  Mortmain. 

That  all  bodies  politic,  corporate,  &c.  and  other  incapa- 
citated persons,  shall  have  power  to  sell  lands  to  the 
said  Corporation,  for  the  purposes  of  the  said  Charity. 

That  this  Corporation  may  sell  the  houses  and  buildings 
now  belonging  to  the  Institution,  and  also  all  houses, 
buildings,  lands,  tenements,  and  hereditaments,  which 
they  may  hereafter  purchase. 

That  this  Corporation  may,  and  they  are  thereby  empow- 
ered to  bind  apprentice  or  apprentices,  servant  or 
servants,  all  or  any  of  the  children  received  under  their 
care,  to  any  of  the  persons  employed  to  instruct  the 
children  in  their  own  premises,  for  such  time  as  they 
shall  think  fit,  so  as  no  such  child  shall  be  obliged  to 
serve  in  such  apprenticeship,  after  the  age  of  twentv- 
one  years. 

That  a General  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Donors  and  Sub- 
scribers shall  be  holden,  in  the  said  Institution  or  Asy- 
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lull),  or  such  other  place  in  the  City  of  Bristol  as  the 
Committee  shall  think  fit,  on  or  within  seven  days  next 
after  the  first  day  of  May  in  each  year,  at  Twelve  o’clock 
at  Noon;  at  which  Meeting  the  Donors  and  Subscribers 
then  assembled  shall  elect  from  amongst  the  Donors 
and  Subscribers,  under  the  limitations  and  provisions 
of  the  Act,  a President,  two  Vice-Presidents,  and  a 
Treasurer ; and  also  a Committee  for  transacting  and 
managing  the  affairs  of  the  Institution;  and  two  Auditors 
of  Accounts  for  the  year  ensuing.  And  the  said  Com- 
mittee shaU  consist  of  fifteen  of  the  said  Donors  and 
Subscribers,  (exclusive  of  the  President,  Vice-Presidents, 
and  Treasurer  for  the  time  being;)  and  that  the  Members 
of  the  Committee  then  going  out  of  office,  shall  be 
igible  to  be  re-elected.  And  that  such  General

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That  the  Committee  for  the  time  being  shall  meet  once  in 
every  month ; any  five  of  whom  to  be  a quorum,  for  the 
purpose  of  transacting  and  managing  the  affairs  of  the 
said  Institution. 

That  the  said  Committee  shall  have  power  and  authority  to 
make  such  Bye-Laws,  Rules  and  Regulations,  for  the 
general  management  of  the  Institution,  and  for  the  ad- 
mission, employment,  and  removal,  of  the  Pupils,  as  they 
shall  think  fit ; and  with  power  to  alter,  vary,  or  repeal, 
such  Bye-Laws,  &c.  when,  and  as  often  as  they  shall 
think  necessary.  And  also  shall  have  power  to  appoint 
any  persons  to  be  Physician,  Surgeon,  Apothecary,  Se- 
cretary, Solicitor,  Matron,  Superintendent,  Collector,  or 
other  Officers,  and  also  Teachers  and  Servants;  and 
from  time  to  time  to  suspend  or  remove  them,  and 
appoint  others  in  their  stead;  and  to  pay  such  salaries, 
wages,  and  allowances,  as  they  shall  think  reasonable. 
And  shall  have  power  to  depute  any  of  the  Donors  or 
Subscribers  to  be  Visitors  of  the  Institution.  And  that 
the  said  Committee  shall  have  the  management  and  appli- 
cation of  the  property,  yearly  and  other  income ; and 
shall  have  the  custody  of  the  Common  Seal,  with  power 
to  affix  the  same  to  such  instruments  as  they  shall  think 
fit,  with  a proviso,  that  in  case  the  majority  of  the  Donors 
and  Subscribers,  at  a General  Annual,  or  Special  Gen- 
eral Meeting,  shall  enter  into  any  resolutions  for  the  di- 
rection of  the  Committee,  they  shall  be  binding  on  and 
carried  into  effect  by  the  said  Committee.

The  Committee  of  the  Bristol  Asylum,  or  School 
of  Industry  for  the  Blind,  are  of  opinion,  that  the 
time  is  now  arrived  when  the  duty  devolves  upon  them  of 
soliciting,  not  only  from  this  City,  but  from  the  inhabitants 
of  the  surrounding  Counties,  and  in  particular  from  those 
in  the  West  of  England,  that  annual  assistance  in  behalf 
of  this  noble  Institution,  which,  it  is  believed,  will  be 
cheerfully  afforded,  when  the  state  of  the  Charity,  and  it8 
purposes  of  greatly  extended  usefulness,  are  generally 
known. 

In  the  year  1813,  besides  the  Funded  Property  belonging 
to  the  Asylum,  there  were  annual  subscriptions  amounting 
to  «€300.  At  that  time,  however,  the  Income  of  the 
Establishment,  independent  of  this  aid,  being  equal  to  all 
its  wants,  the  necessity  of  aunual  contributions  no  longer 
existed  ; they,  in  consequence  gradually  diminished ; and 
at  length,  the  late  Treasurer  deeming  it  expedient  to 
decline  receiving  any  more,  they  entirely  ceased  in  the  year 
1825. 
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After  this  period,  some  changes  were  made  in  the 
arrangements  relative  to  the  objeets  of  the  Charity,  which 
created  a greater  demand  upon  its  funds.  A reduction  took 
P ace  in  the  weekly  advances  made  by  the  parishes  or  friends 
° the  P*‘Pl|s— from  5s.  to  3s.  for  Males,  and  from  4s.  to 
7 f°r  FemiUeS--'be  of  admission  was  reduced  from 
fourteen  to  twelve  years,  and  the  plan  was  begun  of  regular 
mstructmn  in  Sacred  Music  by  a Professional  Teacher 
fhese  circumstances,  in  addition  to  the  requirement  of  the 
Act  of  Incorporation,  “That  the  Managers  shall  be  elected 
from  those  who  are  Contributors  to  the  Charity,”  rendered 
>t  necessary  that  the  Annual  Subscriptions  should  be 
renewed. 

A further  reduction  in  the  age  of  admission,  from  twelve 
to  nine  years,  took  place  in  1836;  and  the  number  of 
pupils,  which  in  1823  was  only  twenty-three,  is  now  more 
than  doubled. 


The  present  amount  of  the  yearly  Benefactions  does  not 
exceed  .£80,  a sum  quite  inadequate  to  contribute  the 
additional  aid  which  the  extension  of  the  School,  and  the 
contemplated  improvements  will  require. 

The  premises  in  Magdalen  Lane,  first  occupied  as  the 
Asylum  for  the  Blind  in  1802,  nine  years  after  its  establish- 
ment, are  of  so  limited  a nature,  that  there  has  not  been 
room  for  the  reception  of  more  than  forty-six  pupils  ; and 
of  this  number,  all  the  males  (amounting  to  thirty-three) 
have  been  compelled  to  board  and  lodge  out  of  the  house. 

The  new  Building,  now  completed,  possesses  ample 
accommodation,  affording  working  room  for  a hundred  pu- 
pils, and  sleeping  apartments  for  seventy,  with  the  capacity 
of  further  extension. 

Not  only  will  the  number  of  inmates  be  increased  in  these 
c 
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new  premises,  but  it  is  proposed  that  they  shall  be  taught 
to  manufacture  a greater  variety  of  articles ; and  that,  as 
regards  the  cultivation  of  their  minds,  much  more  extended 
instruction  shall  be  given.  The  plan  of  teaching  them  to 
read  has  been  begun  with  the  most  gratifying  results,  and  a 
sum  of  money  has  been  contributed  from  the  funds,  in  aid 
of  the  publication  of  Books  with  embossed  types  at  the 
Glasgow  Asylum. 

Instruction  upon  other  subjects  than  the  manual  employ- 
ments of  the  Blind,  will  necessarily  lessen  the  time  in  which 
their  labour  has  hitherto  been  beneficial  to  the  funds  of  the 
Charity ; but  it  cannot  be  doubted  that  any  deficiency  thus 
occasioned  will  be  willingly  made  up  by  those  who  are 
solicitous  for  the  moral  and  intellectual  culture  of  this 
afflicted  class, — by  those  who  regard  the  imparting  sources 
of  rational  enjoyment  for  their  unoccupied  hours,  and 
elevating  their  minds  to  objects  that  may  promote,  not  only 
their  comforts  in  this  life,  but  their  higher  interests  in 
another,  as  legitimate  purposes  of  an  Institution,  which 
ought  to  be  considered  not  merely  as  an  Asylum,  but  (as  it 
professes  to  be)  a School  for  the  Blind.  It  is  indeed  confi- 
dently hoped,  that,  to  meet  the  expenses  attendant  upon 
the  enlargement  of  the  objects  of  this  valuable  Charity,  the 
Public  will  cheerfully  and  liberally  come  forward;  and 
particularly,  that  generous  contributors  will  be  found  in  all 
those  districts  to  which  its  benefits  were  originally  designed 
to  extend,  and  from  some  of  which  Blind  Persons  are  now 
sent  to  the  Asylum. 

It  must  be  remembered  in  reference  to  this  charity,  that 
its  great  object  is,  to  afford  the  Blind  the  means  of  learning 
a Trade,  by  which  they  may  afterwards  be  able  to  maintain 
themselves ; and  though  many  articles  of  manufacture 
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might  be  introduced  into  the  Asylum,  which  would  more 
immediately  benefit  its  funds,  and  render  its  ware-room 
more  attractive  to  visitors,  the  Committee  feel  it  to  be  their 
duty  to  employ  the  time  and  improve  the  skill  of  the  pupils 
in  such  manual  work  only,  as  they  will  be  able  to  pursue 
with  profit  to  themselves  when  they  leave  the  Institution. 

The  Committee  are  desirous  of  directing  the  attention  of 
the  public  to  another  point  in  connection  with  the  indigent 
Blind,  which  they  think  has  not  met  with  the  consideration 
it  demands, — the  importance  of  early  education. 

Experience  has  amply  proved  the  mental  superiority  of 
those  children  who  have  enjoyed  early  training,  to  such  as 
have  received  no  education  during  the  first  years  of  their 
lives.  If  a deficiency  in  intelligence  is  remarkable  in  a 
child  perfect  in  other  respects,  who  has  not  been  at  school 
before  eight  or  ten  years  of  age,  what  must  it  be  in  one, 
who,  in  addition  to  the  want  of  instruction,  is  deprived  of 
that  sense  which  is  the  inlet  to  so  many  ideas?  Of  the 
indigent  Blind,  by  far  the  greater  number  have  lost  their 
sight  in  infancy,  and  it  is  unhappily  too  often  the  case,  that 
the  entire  neglect  of  education,  added  to  their  affliction, 
not  only  renders  them  examples  of  extreme  ignorance,  but 
lays  the  foundation  for  incurable  habits  of  idleness,  and  of 
disinclination  to  mental  and  bodily  exertion. 

It  is  found  extremely  difficult  to  instruct  the  Blind  who 
have  been  thus  circumstanced,  and  they  are  liable  to  suffer 
during  the  whole  of  their  future  lives,  from  this  early  neglect 
of  their  moral  and  intellectual  powers. 

In  some  degree  to  remedy  this  evil,  pupils,  as  has  been 
before  stated,  have  for  several  years  been  admitted  into  the 
Asylum  at  the  age  of  nine,  instead  of  fourteen,  to  which 
their  admission  had  formerly  been  limited  ; but  an  incalcu- 
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la’ble  benefit  would  be  conferred  upon  this  hitherto  neglected 
class  of  children,  were  they  allowed  to  enter  the  Institution 
at  a much  earlier  age,  so  that  for  two  or  three  years  before 
they  were  instructed  in  much  manual  labour,  their  working 
hours  might  be  principally  employed  in  the  usual  training  of 
school.  The  powers  of  their  minds  would  thus  become 
developed, — they  would  readily  acquire  information  that 
would  yield  them  rational  pleasure  in  after  life, — religious 
knowledge  and  virtuous  impressions  might  be  communicated, 
with  more  certainty  of  a permanent  influence  on  the  heart, 
— they  would  be  prepared  to  be  more  docile  and  skilful  as 
labourers  in  the  Asylum,  and  more  competent  to  maintain 
themselves  with  efficiency  and  respectability  when  they 
leave  it. 

The  Committee  have  not  yet  entered  upon  the  details  of 
any  plan  for  carrying  this  desirable  object  into  execution, 
but  they  think  it  right  to  present  the  suggestion  to  the 
Friends  of  the  Blind,  confident  of  their  approbation,  and 
fully  relying  upon  their  willing  co-operation  in  giving  it 
effect. 

With  such  advantages  as  the  New  Building  will  afford, 
the  Committee  trust  that  the  Subscribers  generally  will 
agree  with  them  in  the  desire,  that  the  alleviations  adminis- 
tered to  those  whom  Providence  has  seen  fit  to  visit  with  the 
severe  affliction  of  Blindness,  should  be  as  extensive  and 
complete  as  is  practicable.
